General Nieolae Radescu, the laat legal Prine Minister of Busania, bas been 
pereeouted by both the Fasoist and Conouniet Rumanlan reglaes. Docring the Gennan 
occupation of hie oountiy, he vas intemed in a conoentration oaap because of his 
proteste agalnst . Gennan activite* te Bunania* .^ppoteted Prine Hteister te Deoeniber 
1944» ba vas diaeisseâ from this offlos in Februaxy 1945» foUoving pressure by 
Vishinsld on ths King; the Groza reglae:;then cane teto pouer*^ Ese^teg from 
Rnmania te June 1948, Hadesou nade hie vey to veetem Europe, vbere he beoams a 
leader of the Rumaxxian politioal ealgration* 

The central figure in the lengthy and conplicated aaneuvers leadteg vp to the 
fomation in May 1949 of the Rumanian National Conmlttee, of vfaioh he aasumed the 
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presldenoy. General Radeeou vas reported In 194â to be c^arently nore and more 
viUlng tc^rk vith pereona vboee notlvas vers open to questlon; vis* Da;vlla, 

Tilea» and Nlcolae Malaxa. The latter, a vaalth^ Rumanian industrlalirt, aUagedly 
jthe ohlef pro-Nasi agent In Rmania nnâer Klng Carol, and aftervard one of the chief 
snstalners of the Iron Guard, vas sald to be vorldng in cloae contact wlth Rumanian 
Comnuni8t8.2/ Malaxa, lives in Nev York, repoirtedly atated in November 1943 that 
he vas subsidiaing General Radescu to the extent of $5000 xnoiithly»^ It vas reported 
in Septenber 1949 that Radescu bad admitted to the Rumanian National Comnittee that 
he vas subsidized by Malaxa and that the Coomilttee had asked Radescu to oease any 
relations, politica! or flnancial, vith Malaxa.^/ Aocording to Adriana Georgeseu- 
Coamorici, a secretary to Radescu vhen he vas Prime Minister, Malaxa terminated hia 
financlal support in October 1949 so that idiUe Radescu is Fxesldent of the Rumanian 
National Conmlttee, lack of funde renders hlm eompIetelT* vithout pover.^ 

The Comittee has come to be the scene of heated contro^rsies and ennitlBs aaong 
its members, and It has been feared that the Conmittee vould split into tvo gro\q>8 
headed by foroer Foreign Minister Visolanu and former litniater to Turkey, Cretaianu, 
on one aide, and General Radescu on the otber. Xt ia the oontention of the s^call^ 
political grovqp as represented fay the tvo fonser ministera that Radescu aixe to set 
up an suthorltarian go v en a nent oooposed of military nen and others vithout political 
eăperienoe.^ (Radescu is the founder and director of the * Democratic Doion of Free 
Rvonanian^ vhloh is made up of Hberals, foimer socialista, and Iron Guardiets, and 
in general he is said to ha;ve the baoking of the Rumanian mllitary olass in exUe«2/} 
Radescu, in turn, has obarged that Cretsianu has arbitrarily handled a secret Foreign 
Office fund that vas deposited In dultaerlazid by the Rumanian Govermoent vhich 
Cretziann allegedly refuses to place at the disposal of the Cconnlttee. Radeaou 
contends that the political pârtie s oare nothing to support the resistanoe in Rumania 
and to aid Ronanian emigrante.^ Mbb. Georgesou-Cosaovîci expxessed the opinion 
that, bound together by the *money povex* welded by Cretzianu, the National Peasant 
Party is uslng its representatlTes abroad to unoemine Radescu*^ 

Slnce Viaoianu and Cretsianu are fleroe opponents of Radescu and cooperate vd.th 
the National Beaaants, the fomer Rumanian Prime Minister oonsequently had but tvo 
supporters in the National CcBnittee. He therefore has propagandized for an enlarge- 
ment of the National Comnittee so as to suhraerge Miat he tems the "hostile*’ majority, 
re pe ating his oharges that Cretsianu and Visolanu vished to oust him as president 
and control the Coomittee; in this respect he haa attackad Augustin Popa and Vlrgil 
Venlasdn (National Peasant leaders) as being under the ix^luenoe of the fomer 
Ministers. Radescu is said to belioTe that enlarging the membsrship of tlm National 
Conmittee vould compel Cretzianu and Visolanu to surrender the secret Foreign Office 
fund to the Committee so as to pemdt vide spre ad dlstributlons to Rumanian exlles.^ 

In summary, a recent report attributea the breakdown in the actlvltles in the 
Rumanian National Conmittee to these tvo factorst (l) tha unasimous attitude of 
hdstUity against General Radescu vhich has resulted In the desirs of tha majority 
of the members that he retire, and Radescu' s subsequent refusal to do so, and (2) the 
refusal of the majority of Coâimittee members to enlarge the National Committee as 
requested by Radeacu.g/ 

Radescu haa been characteriaed as well-intentioned but old and "naive" by Klng 
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Hlchaal, vho more than once has «videnoed conoem over Rade seu* s acţiona and espeoially 
hla inaiatenoa that Parlla and Tilea be inclnded In any Rtaanlan National CoBmlttae, 

The Ring alao ia reported to have critieiaed Radaacu' a plan for eatabliahing a ooaw 
prebenai've union rapreaentati've of all typea of Rueanian esiLgrea, inclnding fomar 
faaciata. lQ/ Ha haa furtber atated that tbe fonaer Prlo» Miniater nov aeema to have 
forgotten that a ahort tima ago ba had baen onTy a "oaahiexed Ârmy Colonel" and haa 
^^^inataad davelopad deluaioaa of grandanr.21/ One report naintaina that Michaol inaiated 
Viaoianu accept the prealdaney of the Runanian National Coaciittee, but 

Viaoianu reportadly adviaed the King that it vould be better to appoint Radaacu 
Honorary Preaidant ao aa to give nev proof of Ro7al leniency>12/ 

In the fall of 1949» Radeacu vent to Paria reportedly with the intention of 
auianoning a " congraa^ of Runanian peraonaUtiea in order to aecuze a mandate for tbe 
formation of a nev Runanian National Coomlt'ee that vould support hia vlava. He ia 
aaid to have decldad, hovever, not to convoSoa hia "oongraaa^ foUowlng the reoeipt 
of a naaaaga from Kl^ Mlchael inatrueting bim to cona to an agreemant vith the 
nenbera of the preaent Conoittee «12/ ^ recent report atatea that Radeacu haa 
quit the Comnittae and haa begun to organlae anotber National Conanlttee ulth the 
Liberal Party, the Eftlmle Gherman Sojialiat faotion, and other peraonalltiea ihat 
are not mambera of tha tfarae main partlaa*» Ha ia alao aaid to be tiying to enliat 
the cooperation of diaaident National Paasant group under tbe leadarahip of (fmi)
